Claims 1, 6-8, 10, 12, 25 and 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §102(e) as being anticipated 
by Lohr (USP 6,568,735). 

Claims 2-5, 9, 11, 13, 26, 27, 29 and 30 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 14-24 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

Claims 1-13 and 25-30 are on app eal.

a seat bottom (20, F.4) (see page 6, paragraph [0017], line 6) directly fixed to and 
supported by said lower rib (14a, F.4); 

a primary intermediate rib (16a, F.3) (see page 6, paragraph [0018], line 6) extending 
laterally from said central pillar (1 1, F.l); and 

a seat back (22, F.3) (see page 6, paragraph [0018], line 9) fixed to and supported by 
said intermediate rib (16a, F.3). 
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25. A seat (34, F.l) (see page 5, paragraph [0015], lines 1-6) adapted for use in a 
vehicle (10, F.l) (see page 4, paragraph [0014], line 2) having a floor (28, F.l) (see page 5, 
paragraph [0015], lines 1-6) and a roof (26, F.l) (see page 5, paragraph [0015], lines 1-6), 
comprising: 

a central pillar (11, F.l) (see page 5, paragraph [0015], lines 1-6) extending from the 
floor (28, F.l) to the roof (26, F.l) of the vehicle (10, F.l); 

a lower rib (14a, F.4) (see page 6, paragraph [0017], lines 4, 5) extend laterally from 
said central pillar (11, F.l); 

a seat bottom (20, F.4) (see page 6, paragraph [0017], line 6) fixed to and supported by 
said lower rib (14a, F.4); 

a primary intermediate rib (16a, F.3) (see page 6, paragraph [0018], line 6) extending 
laterally from said central pillar (1 1, F.l); and 

a seat back (22, F.3) (see page 6, paragraph [0018], line 9) fixed to and supported by 
said intermediate rib (16a, F.3). 

28. A seat (34, F.l) (see page 5, paragraph [0015], lines 1-6) adapted for use in a 
vehicle (10, F.l) (see page 4, paragraph [0014], line 2) having a floor (28, F.l) (see page 5, 
paragraph [0015], lines 1-6) and a roof (26, F.l) (see page 5, paragraph [0015], lines 1-6), 
comprising:
